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Four honored during Charter Day program 


Three persons were honored with 
awards from the Laurent Clerc Cultural 
Fund during this year’s Charter Day 
program April 11 at “Ole Jim.” At the 
same time, a 1972 Gallaudet graduate 
was presented the Gallaudet University 
Alumni Association’s Outstanding 
Young Alumnus Award. 

Charley Whisman of Indianapolis, 
Ind., received the Laurent Clerc Award; 
Jane Caldwell Williams of Morganton, 
N.C., received the Alice Cogswell 
Award; and Robert J. Welsh of Moon- 
glow, Utah, was awarded the Amos 
Kendall Award. Ann Silver of New 
York, N.Y., was presented the Out- 
standing Young Alumnus Award forher 
work, leadership and service. 

Whisman, a Gallaudet alumnus and 
educator for four decades, was awarded 
the Laurent Clerc Award for outstand- 
ing social contributions by a deaf per- 
son. After graduating from Gallaudet in 
1936 he returned to his alma mater— 
the Indiana School for the Deaf—where 
he taught for 40 years. 

Active in the Indianapolis Club for 
the Deaf, the Central Athletic Associa- 
tion of the Deaf and the American Ath- 
letic Association of the Deaf, Whisman 
was inducted into the Hall of Fame of 
each organization. 

He was instrumental in establishing 
the Senior Silent Hoosier organization 
which led to organizing the Deaf Senior 
Citizens Section within the National As- 
sociation of the Deaf. He then began 
publishing Snowy Tops, a publication 
focusing on the activities of this group. 
Whisman also has been an active par- 
ticipant at local, state and national con- 
ferences on aging. 

Williams, an educator who has been 
recognized for excellence in her profes- 
sion, was honored with the Alice Cog-

swell Award for valuable service on 
behalf of deaf people. Early in her 
career, Williams taught at all grade lev- 
els before becoming director of pupil 
evaluation at the North Carolina School 
for the Deaf in Morganton. In 1965, 
she became an administrator at the 
North Carolina School for the Deaf. 
She also worked as a tutor, advised 
student clubs and taught Sunday 
school. 


Today, Williams is an associate 
professor of education at Lenoir-Rhyne 
College where she serves as coordina- 
tor of the Education of the Hearing Im- 
paired Program. She was instrumental 
in establishing the college’s Office of 
Support Services for Hearing Impaired 
Students.

son for excellence in a professional field 
not related to deafness. He was an in- 
structor of photography and color sepa- 
ration at Colorado’s International 
Typographical Union Training Center, 
one of the nation’s foremost graphic 
arts schools. 

Welsh developed his own teaching 
techniques and created instructional 
materials for his students, most of 
whom were hearing. In addition to his 
regular duties at the training center, he 
worked with foreign students who knew 
little English. 

After leaving the graphics arts school, 
Welsh worked as a consultant and 
technician at the Brigham Young 
University Press. He began doing volun- 
teer work with the Utah Association of 
the Deaf after he retired. 

Silver, who graduated from Gallaudet 
in 1972 and now works as a graphic 
artist, was awarded the 1987 Outstand- 
ing Young Alumnus Award. After 
graduating from Gallaudet, she began 
graduate school in graphics media at 
New York University. 

She has designed and illustrated 
more than 20 sign language textbooks, 
dictionaries and children’s books and 
has worked as an art director and book 
cover designer for several major book 
publishing companies. She designed the 
sign language interpreting logo that ap- 
pears on documents advertising pro- 
grams nationwide that use interpreters. 

Silver also has become active in 
promoting cultural arts in the deaf com- 
munity. She serves as an accessibility 
consultant and is also the deaf cultural 
editor of The Silent News. 


Among the many awards she has 
received are the New York Governor’s 
Art Award, the New York Society for 
the Deaf Cultural Arts Leadership 
Award and the Print Magazine Regional 
Design Award.

Endowment fund 
established to 


assist students 


When 25-year-old Tania Varrieur 
Reese was killed in an auto accident in 
1984, “it came to our minds that there 
had to be a reason,” said Bill Varrieur, 
Tania’s father and the director of Gal- 
laudet’s School of Management Project. 

Varrieur and his wife, Gloria, made 
that reason the basis for a unique 
memorial endowment fund at Gallaudet, 
designed to ensure that “the kinds of 
creative ideas that Tania liked do not 
get lost in the shuffle. Basically, we 
want deaf students to benefit in the 
pursuit of their careers.” 

Awards from the fund will be desig- 
nated each year for student internships, 
creative academic programming, the 
publication of brochures, field trips or 
other projects that would not otherwise 
be possible. Contributions to the fund 
total more than $4,000, and the Var- 
rieurs expect it to build substantially in 
the years ahead. 

Jane Kolson, director of development 
in the Office of Development, said, 
“This fund is a reflection of the Var- 
rieurs’ efforts to carry on those kinds of 
activities that specifically address their 
daughter’s hopes and dreams. It was 
tailored to memorialize a special person 
in a very particular way.” 

The fund is unusual, said Kolson, be- 
cause it contains no scholarship com- 
ponent. The Varrieurs have also 
established a scholarship in Tania’s 
name at Montgomery College, and this
